HANSEL AND GRETEL 


ENGELBERT HUMPERDINCK 


Act I. The broom-maker’s hut. Hansel and Gretel are passing the time 
while their mother is away singing and dancing instead of knitting and 
making brooms. their mother, Gertrude, comes in and chases the two 
lazy children into the wood to look for berries. Exhausted and hungry, 
Gertrude falls asleep with her head on the table. The broom-maker, 
Peter, returns home, rather drunk. He has had a good day selling his 
brooms and has brought back food and drink for supper. He is horrified 
when his wife tells him that she has sent the children into the wood, which 
is inhabited by the wicked witch. The mother rushes desperately out to 
look for the children, and the father, seizing his bottle of liquor, goes after 
her. 

Act II. In the wood. While Gretel is making a little garland and singing, 
Hansel is gathering strawberries. A cuckoo is heard, and the children 
imitate his call as they fill their mouths with berries until the whole basket 
is empty. It has gradually become dark, and Gretel is frightened; Hansel 
tries to reassure her, but he too is afraid. The children’s shouts return to 
them as echoes. Then Sandman comes and sprinkles sand in their eyes. 
The tired children kneel down, sing their evening prayer and soon fall 
asleep. Fourteen guardian angels, as they had sung in their hymn, decend 
to stand guard over them. 

Act III. Dawn is breaking. The mist rises slowly, and the Dew-Fairy 
comes to awaken the children. They greet the morning cheerfully, and 
then tell each other their wonderful dreams. It is now completely light, 
and in the sunshine glitters a little house made of cake and sugar, 
surrounded by a hedge of gingerbread children. Hansel and Gretel at first 
stand still in amazement, then they venture nearer, and finally Hansel can 
stand it no longer and breaks a piece of cake off the little house. From the 
house they hear the witch’s voice, but the sugar-cake tastes so good that 
the children cannot stop their nibbling. The witch creeps out from the 
house and throws a rope round Hansel’s neck. With honeyed words she 
tells the children how she loves them. Hansel manages to free himself 
from the rope and tries to run away with Gretel, but the witch casts a spell 
over them so that they cannot move. Hansel is locked up in a cage to be 
fattened, and Gretel is to help in the kitchen. Gretel however succeeds in 
breaking the spell the witch has cast on Hansel, by using the witch’s magic 
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juniper branch and repeating the magic words. The witch lights the oven 
and then rides round the house on her broomstick. Gretel is told to look 
into the oven and see how the fire is going, but she pretends to be stupid 
and asks the witch to show her how to put her head through the wide oven 
door. Gretel and Hansel, who has crept out of his cage, push the witch 
into the oven and shut the door behind her. The children sing and dance 
for joy. The oven explodes with an enormous bang, and the gingerbread 
coverings fall from the children in the hedge. Their spell is broken with 
the magic branch and they join Hansel and Gretel іп а merry dance. The 
parents arrive and share in their rejoicing. Meanwhile the children have 
found that the witch herself has turned into gingerbread in the oven. The 
father seriously points out that this is the judgement of Heaven, and to 
the solemn notes of the evening hymn they all sing ‘Wenn de Not aufs 
höchste steigt, Gott der Her die Hand uns reicht" (‘When past bearing is 
our grief, God the Lord will send relief’).
